So war- 
ranted is the attraction that national con- 
cerns like General Electric, John Deere, 
Kraft Foods, General Motors, Studebaker, 
Eastman Kodak and others* give public 
testimony of their pride in being located 
in DeKalb. 

During all these years of development 
in which a fine school system, a sound fi- 
nancial condition and a fair system of 
taxation have beén attained, Scott Can- 
dier hag been the commissioner. He has 
had the help of many of the county’s most 
able citizens. 

The time now comes for an election in 
the county. Mr. Candler is a candidate 
for re-election. Others seek the seat. The 
form of government in the county is it- 
self an issue in the campaign. But since 
each candidate has endorsed submitting 
the issue in a referendum, there is no dif- 
ference among them on this point. 

Because of the progress that DeKalb 
County has made under its present lead- 
ership, and because that progress contin- 
ues, we recommend to the good people of 
that county that they continue Scott Can- 
dler in office.

Research Points Way 
To a Greater South 


The field of research is largely re- 
sponsible for the rapid economic strides 
of the South. 

Playing an important role in this de- 
velopment of research has been the 
Southern Research Institute at Birming- 
ham, about which Thomas W. Martin, 
chairman of its board of trustees, told the 
Atlanta Rotary Club Monday. 

Although it dates back only to 1941, 
the institute in 1953 was actively at work 
on more than 90 projects. Working with 
raw materials of the South, scientists at 
the institute seek to perfect new products 
‘and to improve old ones, They seek the 
answer to utilization of the South's re- 
sources, 

The institute is largely self-support- 
ing. It undertakes special studies for 
business firms, institutions, and govern- 
ment units. Its contributions are playing 
an increasingly important role in develop- 
ing the South’s potential. 

The work. at Birmingham is only a 
beginning of the major research jobs 
ahead in the South. If the region is to 
continue to expand the need for constant 
exploration of all phases of the potential 
is mandatory. 

Proof of that, as Mr. Martin pointed 

out, lies in the fact that “the majority of 
our people are now working in industries 
which were very small or almost un- 
known: 25 or 30 years ago.” Notable 
among these are the chemical industries 
now utilizing forest and other resources. 

It would not be fair if Southerners 
did not recognize the role that outside 
capital has played in financing research 
projects that are helping remake the re- 
gion. The maligned philanthropic founda- 
tions havé poured millions into the South. 
The Birmingham institute, for instance,

is engaged in major projects in cancer re- 
search, financed by the Kettering and 
Meyer foundations. 


Business and educational leaders are 
becoming more and more interdependent 
in the developing Seuth.

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Story of Phenix City 


Began Century Ago 


The current crusade in Alabama to 
clean up Phenix City is meeting with 
some success. But the question inevitably 
comes up about its permanence. 


This town of 23,000 must have enough 
decent people in it to make the cleanup 
permanent, but old habits are hard to 
break. Ingrained evils are difficult to 
root out and few people will believe 
Phenix City has accomplished the job un- 
til they see it many months after the 
current furor. 

Writing in The New York Times, John 
Popham tells something of the city’s his- 
tory: 

“In 1832,” he said, “the Phenix City 
area became a refuge for the lawless, 
mostly outcast whites, displaced Indians 
and fugitive Negro slaves. A preacher of 
that time wrote that it contained ‘a gam- 
bling house, a grocery house and a con- 
tinual carouse of violent lawlessness.’ ” 

He points out that this “lawless char- 
acter has marked the city either factually 
or legendarily ever since.” 

Located across the river from staid Co- 
lumbus and dependent upon the world’s 
largest infantry post for support, Phenix 
City has grown up as a town devoted to 
individual quests for excitement. It pro- 
vided the breeding ground for what has 
happened. 

Considering ‘its century-old history, 
Phenix City will have a difficult time 
charting a new course. Permanent re- 
form can come only with a succession of 
state administrations which will act as 
determinedly as Gov. Gordon Persons has 
in recent weeks. 


Ruth Bryan Rohde Was 


A Woman of Courage 


The famous daughter of a famous 
father died Monday in Denmark at the 
age of 68. She was Ruth Bryan Rohde, 
eldest daughter of William Jennings 
Bryan, the man who ran for president 
three times and missed. 

That does not mean William Jennings 
Bryan was a failure, He served his coun- 
try as Secretary of State. His philosophy 
of government and his leadership within 
his party helped determine the course of 
history at the turn of the century. 

Ruth Bryan was not content to be 
merely “The Great Commoner’s” daugh- 
ter. Elected to the House of Representa- 
tives from Florida, she became the only 
woman member of the House Foreign 
Relations Committee. By appointment of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, she be- 
came U. S. Minister to Denmark. 

Perle Mesta may go down in history 
as the most noted woman diplomat in 
American history, but Mrs. Ruth Bryan 
Rohde will always hold undisputed place 
as the first. 

One time when she was young, Ruth 
Bryan ran desperately, and succéssfully, 
to catch a street car. 

“But why did you try so frantical- 
ly?” the conductor said. “There'll be an- 
other trolley along in five minutes.” 

“Because,” said the determined 
daughter of a determined father, “I 
wanted to show that one member of the 
Bryan family could run for something 
and get it.” 

Ruth Bryan Rohde had courage, abil- 
ity and a sense of humor. The world will 
remember-her for herself as it remembers 
her noted sire.

Miami, Fla.—You are absolutely 
correct in your editorial when you 
state that Georgia is the most fer- 
tile field in the nation in the 
‘handling’ of stolen cars. 


It is not so much the natives of 
Georgia that defraud people, but 
individuals from other states which 
have good title laws who come 
into Georgia with stolen cars and 
thus are able to by-pass the title 
law in their owr state and register 
the stolen car in Georgia without 
any formality whatsoever, 


Every precaution that other 
states may take in the issuance of 
their titles is thus defeated by the 
lack of a title law in the state 
of Georgia and a few other re- 
maining states who do not have 
title laws. 


I have heard that when an act 
was introduced in the Legislature 
in Georgia to effect a title law, 
the governor was very much in 
favor of same, but that the law 
was defeated—due to the objections 
on the part of*certain new car 
dealers operating in the state of 
Georgia. 


(Editor’s Note: A revised regis- 
tration law was passed. It falls far 
short of being a title law.)

Homer Ferguson (R-Mich) 
retorted: ‘‘The people are getting 
grave doubts that this is the great- 
est deliberative body in the world.” 

Came the vote: 44 to 42 in favor. 
This was not nearly big enough and 
it was a smarting defeat for the 
weary-looking Knowland.

Came then a messenger, who 
handed him a_ sheet of yellow 
paper. The senator from California 
read from it the news about the 
attack on two of our Navy planes 
by a pair of Chinese Communist 
flying machines. The room was 
hushed. 

Then came what seemed to be 
an about-face. One senator after 
another who'd bitterly opposed the 
administration on the atom bill 
called for a united front behind 
President Eisenhower. 

The people, said Sen. Matthew 
M,. Neely (D-W.Va.), were ready 
to follow the President with the 
last drop of their blood. 

And then, somehow, the gentle- 
men almost seemed to join ranks. 
For the first time since the great 
yammer-yammer began, they 
agreed to limit debate on an 


amendment to the bill. This one 


was by Sen. Herbert H. Lehman 
(D-N.Y.). And it suffered a re- 
sounding defeat. 

When I. left, Sen. Murray still 
was in the middle of an hour-and- 
15-minute speech in favor of his 
scheme to set up a special atom 
committee, but when that speech 
was finished, he would have to 
shut his mouth. 

My guess is the filibuster is on 
its last legs. The Chinese attack 
seemed to have had a great deal 
to do with this. And I don't sup- 
pose we'll ever learn what other 
horrid tortures Sen. Knowland had 
in mind for the talkative ones.
